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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Burge (USPN 5,708,220) in view of Morton (USPN 5,646,863). 

Burge discloses a liquid sampling device that comprises a sampling device within 
a well casing (col. 4, lines 11-26) and comprising a valve means (col. 5, lines 18-21) 
and water level sensor (col. 5, lines 30-33) means to provide a ground water sample of 
a predetermined volume (col. 4, line 23). A surface sample receiving and control 
facility includes a sample receiver connected to the sampling device through a sample 
transfer tube and control means connected to the sampling device for operating the 
device in its sample collecting and transferring modes. The ground level sample 
receiver may itself include means for analyzing the received liquid samples directly 
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within the receiver or the sample may be removed and transported to a laboratory for 
further analysis (col. 3, lines 4-35). 

Burge does not teach a ground level facility that comprises a filter or calibration 
sensor. 

Morton teaches a method and apparatus for detecting and classifying 
contaminants in water which comprises supplying a ground water sample to a facility 
that filters, standardizes and analyzes contaminants in ground water samples (abstract, 
col. 5, Iine4- col. 6, line 22; col. 8, lines 30-41). The analysis instruments measure the 
concentration of the contaminants in the water. The data and standards for EMS can 
be sent and received via communication network (col. 5, lines 44-50). Standards are 
used to calibrate the analysis equipment to allow for proper and accurate 
measurements (col. 9, lines 34-36). It would have been obvious to one having an 
ordinary skill in the art to modify Burge to include a ground facility for analysis of a 
ground water sample for impurities in order to monitor in real-time, unacceptable 
concentrations of contaminants in water and to notify the user of the types (species) and 
concentrations of detected contaminants (col. 5, lines 4-15). 

The additional cited references Fukunaga and Sivavec disclose water monitoring 
and treatment facilities and discuss the general art.
